American line has placed a contract at 
Stettin for a twin screw passenger 
steamer, which, it is said, will exceed 
in size any vessel that has heretofore 
hiien built at German shipping trade, 
IK'r dimensions will bo length 710 
feet, width 75 feot and depth 54 feet.

The only sec- 
tion o£ general importance were those 
on children's diseases where a paper 
was read by Dr. P. M. McClanahan, 
Omaha, on the "Care of Infants in Pub- 
lic Institutions," and the section of 
materia medica.

of Massacre in Acute Diseases" was 
read by Dr. J. W. Seaver, ot New 
Haven, Conn. 


General Sherman 
M. Bell, 
military 


commander, has ordered that 97 mem- 
bers of the miners unions shall be 
taken outside of Teller county ca a 
special train in accordance with the 
recommendation of the citizens which 
examined them.
